At 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., there are 165 
“enemy aliens” who are not, strictly 
speaking, prisoners of war. At Fort 
Douglas, Utah, there are 617 prisoners 
of war and eighty interned aliens.

The first was that the military in- 
competence of the rebellion was only 
equaled by the military incompetence 
which finally suppressed it; and the 
second was that the rebellion pretty 
nearly killed the Sinn Fein in Ireland. 

One man, for example, told me he 
actually had to protect the Sinn Fein 
wounded from the fury of Dublin 
women. The inhabitants of Dublin 
were in danger of famine because of 
the rebellion. They had no use for 
the sanguinary antics of less than 
1,100 misguided men, who, despite As-' 
quith’s gratuitous certificate to. the. 
contrary, did not even fight fairly. 

The resentment of the rest of the 
country may be judged from the reso- 
lutions .condemning the _ rebellion 
passed by numerous local govern- 
ments and other public bodies. 

Then the Reaction Came. 

Then the reaction set in. A‘ notort 
ous speech ef Dillon’s in the house 
started the reaction. A natural re- 
vulsion of feeling helped it. A speech 
by the bishop of Limerick helped it 
further. American opinion also helped 
it. We must' remember our censor- 
ship first gave to Americans an ut- 
terly misleading idea of the rebellion, 
treating it as a trifle, then suppressed 
all news until the news the execu- 
tions had come out. American 
public excusably asked why men 
should be executed for a trifle. The 
executions, of course, greatly helped 
the reaction. 

The military authorities were such

Of Little Commercial Value. | 

The Aland islands are of no aeeas 
commercial value, only ninety of the 
several hundred islands constituting 
‘the group being inhabited, but their 
strategic value to Sweden as a naval 
base in case of war with Russia is in- 
estimable, a fact that has disturbed 
Swedish minds for more than a cen- 
tury and, in times of uncertainty as 
to Russia’s western intentions, it has 
fad the force of a national nightmare. 

With these islands as a strongly 
equipped ‘naval base, Russia always 
had it in her power to deluge Sweden 
with troops sent from Finland’s coast, 
because no Swedish fleet could come 
up from the south past the Aliases 
to oppose such landings. 

Even if Sweden maintained a sep- 
arate fleet north of the Alands, Rus- 
sia’s occupation of the islands would 
be bad for Sweden, because it would 
compel her to divide her naval forces.

I am certainly not going to prophe- 
sy about the immediate future in Ire- |

Want Self-Government. 

My reasen for this are as follows:

Some 
at least of the leaders have grasped 
the fact that a rebellion could not suc- 
ceed and that another unsuccessful re- 
bellion would ruin them finally wi 
their supporters.

Second—The influence of the church 
is being and will be used against vid- 
lence.

But I did not need 
any one to tell me at this crisis of the 
world that the Catholic church was not 
going to help to undermine the prin-.

'@ War Needs First. 

It is plain that it is simply impos- 
gible to make all this vast quantity of 
material and also continue to make the 
normal amount of other goods. The 
government is determined that its war 
needs shall be filled, and filled first. 
Therefore, the production of supplies 
for norma] domestic consumption must 
be curtailed. 

Bo long, for instance, as all the steel 
ft is possible to turn out is needed for 
the construction of ships, the manufac- 
ture of guns, and munitions, and other 
War necessities, there will be an ..- 
creasing scarcity of steel for use in™ 
peace industries. If the war continues 
there will be a pinch in one industry 
after another, especially in such indus- 
tries as manufacture what may be 


luxury or amusement. - 


No Violent Upsetting Needed. 

If left to itself the situation would 
work itself out, but it is feared tl.at 
the results would be needlessly violent 
and upsetting.

money spent for candy in this 
country in the last year is nearly 
double the amount of money need- 
ed to keep Belgium supplied with ¢ 
food for a year. 

Of the total sugar consumption 
of the United States, about one 
third goes into the manufacturing 
of various foodstuffs, including 
confectionery, while the remainder 
is consumed as sugar. The amount 
of sugar employed in the making 
of confectionery is variously esti- 
mated from 150,006 to 500,000 tons 
a year.

we don’t pay any attention to them. 
There’s a dugout near, about thirty 


-feet Geep, but I like the fresh air and 


sunshine more than I dread shrapnel.

Troops ir the trenches but not in 
the first line work a good part of each 
night. I’ve been up right under 
Fritzie’s machine gun digging trenches. 

O, I can tell you a lot about war. 
As the boys say, “ We don’t get much 
money, but we do see life!” Each 
shell has a different sound as it goes 
through the air and explodes with a 
distinctive sound or effect. From this 
individuality they have derived nick- 
) such as tar box, rum jen, whizz- 
bang, fish tails, minnie-wafers, mus- 
tard jars, jam jars, etc. . 

Thetwhizz-bang is the devil. It’s a 
little fourteen pounder used for short 
range. It crossesethe trench with a 
shrieking whizz -which immediately 
mingles with the bang of the explosion. 
The minnie-wafer is a big short range 
shell which at night discharges a sort 
of phosphorous light as it flies and 
gurgles like water in an empty pipe. 
The light is so Fritz can see where it 
goes, and the gurgle is caused because 
it is a heavy shell and travels slowly. 
The machine gun bullets whine. 


alli Then at night there are always flares | 


which can light up the place as bright 
ag day and even throw light enough to 
enable one three miles away to recog- 
nize a friend. In fact, the most star- 
tling thing of the front line is the 
weirdness of it. The awful din is only 
for a few minutes at a time, during a 
barrage; the continual noise is the 
whine of shells you don’t hear fired or 
can’t hear explode because they come 
from far off and are going a long 
way. Then there's the mere sputtering 
of machine guns. It’s as though there 
were 10,000 witches whining above our 
heads. 

They have sort of a jolly way of look- 
ing at death over here. It’s merely 
“nappoo fini!” 

The Canadians are wonderful fight- 
ers. I came over a position which they 
took, and it didn’t seem possible that 
any human being could have lived, so

Whén can- 
dles were used lighting fixtures com- 
prised chandeliers, torcheres, giran- 
doles, and sconces, but none of these 
beautiful things lent itself well to the 
tubing that became necessary with the 
introduction of gas at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century.

Cheap Meats Possible. 
. With a fine soup, especially one of 
potato, the main dish may be of a 
starchy nature, with fruit for the des- 
sert. The only way to have a meat 
meal is to buy the least expensive 
pieces, like pig’s: feet, lamb stew, etc., 
and, if possible, make these serve for 
two meals. There are even yet butcher 
shops where safe and inexpensive cuts 
may: be obtained, but this is.a subject 
-of many details. On a 24 cent a’ day 
per person diet meat can only be used 
by good cooks and wise buyers. - 
With vegetables and our constants 
we will be better fed than if we had 
meat and the censtants. There will be 
less likelihood of sickness in the family. 
Instead of a heavy dessert at the end 
of a dinner, it*“would be a splendid 
ng if more people would follow the 
nglish custom of eating something 
like romaine or German endive; . eat 
them plain, without even salt, which 
the English use. Anybody can train 
himself to eat them thus and to find 
them delicious. They are a life insur- 


double the energy. value. of our meal. 
Or some cooked dry fruit will give a 
finishing. gatisfaction, and still leave 
us with a few cents to spare if we 
manage rightly. For instance, dried 
peaches well washed and soaked, yield 
@ delicious. sugary liquid, and: the 
whole, if cooked in this-and the: liquid 
cooked away somewhat, will ‘not need 
sugar to make it palatable. 

Any money we can rave from 
luncheon, and still: be adequately 
nourished, we need to help us solve 
the dinner problem, perhaps to buy 
vegetables in some money saving 
quatity. If we use alittle bit .of 
waxed paper on the half of a cabbage, 
one for 10 vents will easily furnish ten 
portions, or serve five people for two 
different meals. A quantity ofturnips 
may be kept in some cool place. . Cut 
up in dice, cooked in a little water, 
seasoned with fat and salt and pepper, 
they are delicious if not overcooked 
Turnips cooked too long are miserably 
unpalatable. 

Our, basic luncheon dish may be big 
hominy boiled, macaroni, corn mush 
with molasses or a home made sirup- 
of browned sugar. Baked potatoes or 
@ potato or other vegetable stew are 
splendid for luncheon, and. often fur- 
nish the main dish at expensive places, 
where 90 per cent,of the total cost 
of the food is for service. ‘There are 
places where fifteen times as much 
is charged for some foods as the raw 
material cost. This is paying for 
“the cover” with a vengeance. 

| No Steak at This Dinner. 
Dinner to get, five people to feed, 
and only 30 cents to spend, though we 
have our fair portions of the constants, 
bread, butter, milk, and sugar, looks 
hard if we are not used to it. For one 
thing we may,have to get over the 
steak habit or the fried ham habit, if 
we want ourfamily of five well fed. 

Let us say that. the first supplement 
to our constants will be potatoes at 3 
cents a pound. To make them go 
farthest we may use them for the 
soup, and a pound will do. Cooked 
in a little water and mashed and sed

are the skies in the landscapes and 
ruddy and gold the grasses untroubled 
by the pang of partings and the steady 
sorrow..of absences are the faces that 
gaze down on one from the canvases 
on the wall. It is as @ a beneficent 
peace had descended on the world and 
the artists of America had banded to- 
gether to reflect in their works that

| which really echoes the absorbing 
spirit of the times, unless, perhaps, it 
is the “ War’s Work Shop,” by A. W.

views. 

But, leaving ideas on this to the in- 
dividual mind of the individual reader, 
one finds the exhibit ds a whole quiet, 
restrained, eminently dignified, and 
possessed throughout of a sustained 
merit and strength. Now and again 
there can be glimpsed a lurking shad- 
ow of futurism cast across some moun- 
tain top or a twist and curve of cub- 
icism wresting odd spectacular shapes 
from a simple barn door or transform- 
ing an otherwise unostentatious side 
path into an inconceivably bizarre and 
fantastic thing.

The economic exodus was, in fact, 
one of the main causes of the demand for the vote, female 
labor seeking its protection. 

Yet this cause in esse is actually put forward as an 
effect in posse. The old opposition to woman’s leaving the 
home has persisted several generations after she has left 
i, and, hatred being as blind as love, the opponents have 
not even seen What was passing under their noses. In the 
face of such a transformation of the social-economy, under 
the irresistible evolution of life, a society governed by 


electric light. Thus it is that the majority of female suf- 
fragists are now demapding not woman suffrage but 
human suffrage. For the war, carried on by the whole 
nation, has given the last impulse to democracy and the 
cry is now: “Votes for all. L’etat c’est nous.” Nor is 
this the only demand hatched by the war. The same 
titanic event that has opened the eyes of men to the mili- 
tary value of women has opened their eyes, too, to their 
own impotence. Without their will or knowledge the war 
was sprung upon them; they can neither deflect its course 
nor decide its termination. “It is the monstrous progeny 
of secret treaties, and still other secret treaties forged since 
its birth, that determine its duration. If all roads lead to 
home, none is so thronged with fateful messengers as that 
which leads from the front. Indeed, one might well say: 
“Let me make a nation’s treaties, I care not who makes 
its laws.”

néver have heard-—-has come to life in “The Sturdy Oak” [Holt]. 

With fourteen of our most popular fiction writers gathered around in a 

circle, a tale of political intrigue, of thrills and soul yearnings, has come from 

their combined contributions to the game. They’ve had a wonderful time 
doing their telling, and the result is just as much fan for the reader as it 
evidently was for the writers. 


It wasn't all just a game, though. Back of the fun there was a purpose, 
and that purpose was—suffrage. ,Pach of the authors contributed his or her 
work, and the entire royalties of the book are going to the suffrage cause— 
not, one hastens to submit, to the cause of picketing. 


“The Sturdy Oak” is the first composite novel that I know anything 
ubout.

‘teo much suffrage in it for a lay reader to bear up under—is, therefore (logi- 
cally) something for everybody to own, since it’s the first of its kind. Mary 
Austin had the idea for the theme, and the fourteen who worked it out were 
Samuel Merwin, Harry Leon Wilson, Fannie Hurst, Dorothy Canfield, Kath- 
leem Norris, Henry Kitchell Webster, Anne O’Hagan, Mary Heaton Vorse, 
Alice Duer Miller, Ethel Watts Mumford, Marjorie Benton Cooks, William 
Allen White, Mary «Austin, Leroy Scott, and Elizabeth Jordan, who admits 
that she collected the chapters and (very, cautiously) edited them.

There are now 
a number of admirable anti-freeze mtfx- 
tures on the market, which are claimed 
to protect the water system in any 
weather we have in this country, and 
furthermore to be proof against rapid 
evaporation, which is one of the main 
troubles with any compound contain- 
ing alcohol. 

On the other hand, the car ownér 

may very well mix his own anti-freeze 
solution. A solution contafging 15 per 
cent alcohol, 15 per cent glycerin, and 
70 per cent water will not freeze until 
the thermometer reaches five degrees 
below zero, which will serve all pur: 
poses in most parts of the country. 
’ Not the least of winter driving 
troubles is the difficulty of starting the 
engine. This applies to the morning 
start, or after the car has been stand- 
ing for some time. 

The best plan is to install a priming 
device, which consists of a small tank 
on the dash and piping to the inlet 
manifold. By this means some highly 
volatile fluid, high test gasoline, or, 
better, petroleum ether, which may 
‘generally be secured from your local | 
oil company, is injected into the com.-. 
bustion chamber. This light fluid va- 
porizes in spite of the cold, and the 
result is immediate firing. 

These priming outfits may be had 


for $5 or a little more, and the owner / 


may install them.

Most motorists know that the storage 
battery loses much of its effectiveness 
in cold weather. Double cause, then, 
@ Keep the battery fully charged, so 
that it will be able to cope with its 
increased burden. Moreover, if the bat- 
tery is allowed to run down until the 
electrolyte is little more than plain 
Water, there is danger of a freeze that 
will put the unit out of commission per- 
manently. 


As a matter of safety first, the car 


Owner who purposes driving through 


the snow and sleet storms of winter 
should certainly provide himself with 
Some sort of cleaner for the wind 
Shield. Snowflakes mottle the glass 
and rain drops spot it so that the 
driver does not get a clear view ahead;

The operation of the car’s mechan- 
ism is facilitated by thermostatic con-, 
trol of the-eooling system, which shuts 
off the circulation of the water after it 
drops below a certain degree of tem- 
perature.

Vice, the driver should use a radiator 
and hood cover. These are made of 
leather, or oil cloth, or some similar 
impervious material, warmly lined, and 
they do much to keep the temperature 
of the engine up to a point where effi- 
clent operation is possible.

All Use Benzol 


XPERTS in the membership of 
the Philadelphia Automobile club 
—, have been investigating the mat- 
ter of automobile fuels. As a 
result they have issued a bulletin 
warning against “the many wildcat 
schemes for foisting on the market 
some extraordinary production which 
will increase the power of automobiles 
with an accompanying reduction in 
cost, together with a reduction in car- 
bon and, in fact, a reduction of every- 
thing which is objectionable.’ | 
“On the other hand,” the bulletin 
continues, “there are also a number 
of perfectly legitimate new fuels. 
These can be grouped into three 
classes: Alcohol, benzols and like prod- 
ucts, and naphthas, in which group is 
to be found the regular gasoline. In 
these three groups the so-called new 
fuels are not really new. They are well 
known substances, the use of which 
becomes commercially possible owing 
to the high price of our standard fuel.

“ Alcohol is usable for driving auto- 
mobile engines. The practical diffi- 
culty in this case is with the carbu- 
retor, but there is no more difficulty 
in perfecting an alcohol carburetor 


a gasoline carburetor. The real trou- 
ble with alcohol is the source of sup- 
ply. 

“ Alcohol at present cannot be pro- 
duced as cheaply as gasoline in com- 
mercial quantities. As soon as a meth- 
od is discovered to make use of waste 
substances, such as sawdust, garbage, 
etc., so that alcohol can be sold at 
from 10 to 15 cents per gallon, we will 
then see attempts made to place on the 


market a good alcohol carburetor.

“Benzols and like substances have 
been experimented with and found to 
be highly satisfactory. Any ordinary 
earburetor will work with benzol, but 
the best results are obtained from a 
mixture of half benzol and half gaso- 
line. This, to date, is the best possible 
fuel for automobiles. 

“Unfortunately, benzol is now not 
available for use in transporting auto- 
mobiles, for every bit of it that can be 
manufactured is being used to trans- 
port Germans to eternity. We will 
have to wait until the end of the war 
before we can get any.” 


6,000 Miles—No Carbon. 


One. motorist who has driven a mul- 
tiple cylinder engine 6,000 miles with- 
out having carbon cleaned ascribes it 
to the constant replacement of his en- 
gine oil. Every 1,000 miles he drains 
the crankcase base and puts in clean 
oil. The expense is probably greater 
than the average man has for oil, but 
he says he feels sure he has made 
money through having a more efficient 
engine. It means a couple of gallons 
of oll thrown out every so often. His 
theory is that oil should not be used 
over and over, and that it soon loses 
its strength.and virtue in @ high speed

Safety of Loan Associations. 

Auditors are necessarily slow in de 
termining the exact status of the Peo- 
ple’s Building and Loan association and 
in learning just where the missing money 
went, but there seems to be no doubt 
that holders of stock will lose the greater 
part of their investment. This is the 
second defalcation of the kind in Illinois 
this year, and it calls for attention to 
the weakest point in loan associations. 
The. books of such associations are ex- 
amined once a year by state examiners, 
but an association has notice of this 
examination, and if there is anything 
wrong the defaulter has time to hide his 
tracks as far as possible. Results seem 
to indicate that the state examinations 
are somewhat perfunctory, but even if 
they are thorough they are so far.apart 
as to leave plenty of time for embezzle- 
‘ment in the intervals. 

The most disquieting point about the 
latest defalcation is that the association 
in which it occurred had been operating 
with apparent success for nearly half a 
century, always had a number of suc- 
cessful and respected business men on 
its directory, and followed a strictly con- 
servative policy in its ordinary dealings. 
Notwithstanding all this, its secretary 
was an embezgzler for many years... 

There evidently is no sure way of pre- 
venting embezzletnents, but the best one 
is for all the members of a loan associa- 
tion to know the officers and each other, 
and to interest themselves in the asso- 
ciation’s affairs. If the members of the 
People’s association years ago had known 
the secretary well, the fact that he was 
speculating might have been discovered 
and the losses stopped.

Policy of Cutting Off Ship- 
ments Shown in 
Report.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—A general 
stiffening up of the policy of conserving 
foodstuffs and the cutting off of ship- 
ments to European neutrals are reflected 
in today’s report of the department. of 
commerce on exports of breadstuffs and 
other products in September. 

Decreases are recorded in the shipments 
of grain, canned, fresh, and pickled beef, 
gasoline, and other products as com- 
pared with the preceding month. 


Oat Exports Decrease. 

Exports of oats compared with August 
decreased from twelve to four million 
bushels, wheat from five to two and one- 
half million bushels, corn from two and 
one-half to less than one million, canned 
beef from’ five to two million pounds, 
fresh beef from twenty-six to twenty-one 
million pounds, and pickled beef from 
nine to four and one-half million pounds, 
Illuminating oil decreased from forty- 
six million gallons to thirty millions, and 
gasoline from thirty million to twenty 
million. | 

There was little change in exports of 
flour and cottonseed oll, but bacon ship- 
ments increased from twenty-eight to 
thirty million pounds and fuel oil from 
one hundred and eleven million gallons 
to one hundred and twenty million gal- 
lons. Cotton exports dcreased five 
thousand bales. 


Cotton Shipments Gain. 

Compared with September, 1916, all 
these classes of exports except cotton 
materially decerased, breadstuffs alone 
dropping almost $10,000,000, but the rise 
of $15,000,000 in value of cotton exports 
‘produced a total increase of more than 
$2,500,000 in the total of all these ex- 
port groups. For the nine months in- 
cluding last September the total exports 
of these groups increased more than 
$272,000,000 over the corresponding nine 
months of 1916.
